W. C. Abernethy, Coroner 
of Plumas County, said to- 
day that his office will par- 
ticipate in a statewide stu- 
dy of the involvement of 
carbon monoxide, alcohol 
and drugs in single vehicle 
fatal traffic accidents be- 
ginning November 1. 

W. C. Abernethy indicated 
that the Sheriff’s Office 
and the California Highway 
Patrol will join in the ef- 
fort to find the underlying 
causes of the increasing 
number of single vehicle 
accidents. 

During the 12 months pro- 
gram, consideration will be 
given to the driving and 
criminal records of drivers 
killed in addition to blood 
analyses for carbon mono- 
xide, alcohol and drugs. 
Federal Bureau of Public 
Roads researchmonies have 
been made available to sup- 
port the project through the 
State’s Highway Transport- 
ation Agency, and the study 
will be under the guidance 
of a steering committee 
composed of representation 
from the California State 
Coroners Association, State 
Department of — Public 
Health, State Department 
of Justice’ Bureau | of 
Criminal. Identification and 
Investigation and. the High- 
way Patrol. 

“To my knowledge this 
represents the first time
